clined to deny the authorship of the let­ 
ter, ail doubt was dissipated and the 
only question that remained wa s as to 
the line of action to be pursued by our 
government toward the offending min­

Wa y ba ck in 1832 Gen. W hiteside tra ns­ 
sported some of his troops from Rock Is­ 
land to Dixon’s Ferry by ferry boats. 
1 n 1835 the “ Chicken T h ie f” ca m e up 
the river from St. Louis and brought 
seed whea t, passed over the ra pids and 
went on up the strea m. 
In 183(5,sa ys Mr. Seeley, a nother boat 
ca me up the river and men got off of it 
and laid out Ha rrisburg, or upper Ster­ 
ling. 
T h e “ L ighter" ma de severa l 
trips. In 1851; it went clea r to W iscon­ 
sin. 
A t Lyndon, Ma rcus Sperry put on 
a load of produce. 
In 1852 the “ L ight­ 
er" ma de its la st trip. 
Capt. Scott's 
“ A rk ” ca m e down the Ohio and up the 
Mississippi and Rock Rivers, and 
Mr. 
Seeley rode! up from Cortland to Proph- 
etstown on it. It tra nsported Hour from 
the old Como mill. 
In 1855 Mr. Seeley and 
his 
brother 
cha rtered a 
boat in 
Da venport and 
took produce from Portla nd to Como, 
then overla nd to Geneseo. 
T here were 
no bridges nor da ms then. 
W hen Mr. 
S eeley’s gra ndfa ther ca m e to Portla nd 
in 1836 he ca m e in a big boat, using a 
sa il, and ran up Penny Slough, 
think­ 
ing he had rea ched the hea d of the 
river. 
Mr. Seeley tells ma a y interest­ 
ing stories of those old times. —Sterling 
Ga zette.
